Joseph Merlwethar Terrell Is the new Unit- 
ed r.tatrs senator from Oeorgla. The namtog of 

(iovt ruor Terrell probably caused no svprlse 
throughout the state. He was the one man UtOSt 
(■onuf.'icuou.sly mentioned for the post. 

A foinier governor of Oeorgla and former nt- 
torii- y general of thu state, Senator Terrell has 
heen eonaplcuous for bis Interest In education 
for the boys and girls of tho sUte. The estab- 
lishment of tho eloTon district agricultural 
schools which have since come into being waa 
authorized during bis Incumbency of tha guber- 
natorial ofHce In 1902. 

Senator Terrell served In the lom-er house in 
the sf ssions of 1.SS4 and 1880, and In the senate 
which convened in 1890. He wa.s elected attor- 
ney general In 1892 and 8«rve<i tmtll 1902, when 
he resigned to make tho raoo for governor. In that eampalgn he made over 
1X0 apeeehes. 

He served to the olBea of governor for foar yoara aad eight montba. be- 
ing given an extra length of time owtog to tho aethn of tho legialature in 
changing tho time of meeting Of the laglslatara from October to June. He 
retired from the governor'a chair on July 1, 1906, and has since been engaged 

in the practise of law lu Atlanta. 

The new junior senator from (JeoiKla Is forty-nine years of age. He waa 
born lu Greenville, .Meriwether county, on June C, 18(il, the son of Joel E. G. 
and S^aruh R. (Anthony) Terrell. The county of his birth was named foi 
6enrral David Meriwether, an uncle of his grandfather, and the one for 
whom the grandfather waa named. He was educated in the common schools 
of the stote and studied Isw, being admitted to the bar in 1882. Four yaara 
later, on October 19. 1S8C. ha married Jeaalo Leo Bplvey of QreonsvlUo. 

Tho term for which Senator Terrell la nanad will temtaato on tba aoo- 
ond Tuesday after the legislature mooto aaat June, or wheaevor his 
is elected and qualltlea.

As for the Inventors, strictly speaking, their 
reward seems Infinitesimal according to our stand- 
ards. The "boss** controls Ideas aa well as nikte- 
rlals ot output, and It la chiefly to hla profit that 
now taraetkiaa la toyland radoand. Aa man or 
woman who drat thlaka ot or Improraa apoa um» 
plaything gata a vary anall par aaat ot tha In- 
eoasa from It To our new world standards of 
commerce it seems stranga that tha originator 
should receivo such saastt fsooialtlmi lad that 
without grumbling. 

Vary, vary few Nuremberg toymakar* hava 
arar grows rlah erar thatr Ingaaloaaaaaa. It Is 
traa that Idaaa aa awQ aa toys la Oarmaay aall 
for donhia what thay aald for aight yam a«o.

The Bti:<T i f anlBtd . i.ijiloyrd by the Nu^nt- 
berg factory boss is in Itself a uot toeoniildarabla 
axpaaaa. aad ouny a quiat charity la nsdaijtakaa 
by tbaaa men who at bttme woo id b« ahaorhed 
In gattlag rich, la tha of rriu Mali^ ara 



varfoos mmU kltohan gardens, carved and palntad 
by a poor maa and his slater aftar thalr ragnlar 
wofklag hoars, sad boaght by Mr. Mallar aft high 
rataa as his pat philanthropy. la thla shop, now 
100 years old, ara seen all of tha most noral of 
the toy vlllage playthings. The store was crowdad 
with nv^re children over thirty than under thlr* 
teen, and abeorbed tor hoaro orar tha clOTar and 
quaint attractions. 

The doll's bouse of Nuremberg leaves nothing 
to ba desired. Not only the usual rooms of a con- 
Tantlonal manage ara found in It. but conserva- 
toriaa with mlnlatvra orchids, fountains and wa- 
tartng aaaa; aeboal roonui wtth tlay daska. a 
achoolmaatar, vary atarn, with gegglaa and ruler, 
and ohlldrao In aprons and carrying alataa, the 
latter a alztoenth of an Inch big; fields of flowers 
for tha back yard and a swing for the smallest 
doll. 

In all German art, of which toy maklnK is hy 
no means an inslgiildcant department, perfection 
of detail has always been the salient feature. Ev- 
ary phase of home life Is reproduced tn micro- 
aooplc form la Oarman toyland, avan down to the 
waa p^n ot haad-knlttad stockinga and sweaters, 
tha bob«allad ahoaa aad blaa btooaaa which oiake 
up tha wardroba ot tha folks boy snd girL 

The tourist season Is a second Christmas for 
Nuremberg people, and they sail aa many play- 
things in the one period as the other. An inter- 
esting point brought to light by thla fact is ths 
early differentiation of the American and Euro- 
pean individuality, which shows Itself in choice ol 
games and paatlmes. They say in the shops that 
aa Amarloan child la Invariably fascinated over 
tha macbaaleal' aad oompUcatad, that ha finds In- 
taasa tntarsit la mastering tha taflhaloaHMas avsb 
of phiylng, wldla tha Buropaan ehild Uksa a alm- 
pler but brilUaatly colored toy, ebariabfng ottsa a 
curious sentimant for traditional objeeta sttoh as 
typify old world ronsorvstibm.
